Veterans currently enrolled at 
SAC, and a massive recruiting 
program, the Veterans Outreach 
Services Program, is insuring that 
this number increases 
constantly.

No auto fees at area 


community colleges 


SAC is the only community college in Orange County that 
presently imposes parking fees upon its students and faculty. 

A recent check of Orange Coast, Cerritos, Golden West, Fullerton 
and Saddleback Community Colleges showed that “‘no fee was 
charged to students or faculty for any parking privileges.”’ 

At SAC, students who wish to park on campus are charged $4 a 
semester, while faculty members must pay $8. College clerical 
workers are charged $6 to park their autos on school grounds. 
_sAccording to Ernest Norton, vice-president of fiscal affairs, the 
parking fees are presently used to offset any cost as far as the 
upkeep of the parking lots. “A special reserve fund has been set up 
for additional parking purposes,” Norton said, and when on to 
explain that in the near future, property along Martha Lane may be 
acquired for future parking spaces. 

Norton is a firm defender of the parking fee. ‘‘We are perfectly 
legal in charging parking fees, and we could charge as much as $20 a 
semester according to Calif. State law.”’

The House of Blue Leaves last night in Phillips 
Hall’s Little Theater, P-10. 

Set in a cold apartment of New York’s Queens, 
djstrict on Oct. 4, 1965 (the date the Pope) visited 
New York), Blue Leaves viewed the tangled life of 
Artie Shaughnessy played by Tom Clickner. 

Although a gargantuan sign hid the opening 
sequence from half the assemblage, Clickner sang 
to a visualized audience accompanied by his own, 
staid piano artistry. His serious stage presence of 
maturity and perceiving age was lost due to too 
pink of makeup and bright, blond hair; Clickner 
came across as a wishy-washy, twenty-year old, 
sex-starved musician-turned zoo-feeder. 

Shaughnessy awakens with supreme deliberance 
to. the entrance of Bunny Clingus, the mistress 
who prods her lover onward and upward to 
success, portrayed by Alice Reich. ‘I’m a rotten 
lay; | know it, you know it, everybody knows it. | 

Reich joins the company of Blue Leaves from a 
fresh performance as Mrs. Strakosh in Funny Girl. 
She hasn’‘t left a New York setting; she’s merely 
transposed from the 1920’s to the ‘60's replete 


with Jewish accent, mannerisms and 
characteristics. 
Her movements on _ stage, oddly, were 


stimulating. Her imagery of a licentious mistress 
was complemented by her striking hip projections, 
her non-Victorian sitting and shoe-tying positions 
providing a splendiferous view of a shapely 
derriere and her fluid movement on and around 
the couch. 

“South of the border, divorce Mexico way” is a 
lyric Bunny flaunts at Artie’s deranged wife, 
Bananas.
